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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The Amendment submitted 10/17/2005 includes claims that contain indefinitedness. The 112 rejection of of 
claim 14 is maintained since page 9, lines 19-21 of the Specification refers to multiple length ranges and the claim is indefinite because it 
is unclear as to which range is meant to provide the "uniform" length teaching. Further the term "substantially uniform" is not the same as 
"uniform" rendering the claim indefinite as it is unclear as to what constitutes "substantially". The amended Claim 23 still raises 
indefinitedness issues since it is unclear to Examiner as to what dimension of the fiber is being claimed. Said dimension is believed to be 
fineness. The applied prior art teaches the use of cotton staple fibers. The prior art of either teaches the instantly claimed lengths for said 
fibers or has been evidenced by the Textile Glossary entry that accompanied the Office Action dated 8/3/2005. In both instances the 
instantly claimed length ranges have been met by the applied references. With regards to arguments regarding the fiber length ranges of 
the prior art, it is noted herein that the claimed range is encompassed by the prior art of the *821 and '991 references. The Applicants 
must show unexpected criticality of having their range by showing that the claimed range achieves unexpected results relative the prior art 'j 
range. 
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
